Top U.S. government officials in At- 
lanta are being taught to write letters 
short and readable, says a story in The 
Constitution. It adds that General Serv- 
ices Administration is extending it to 
other cities. 

No objective, of course, could be more 
laudable. But those responsible for the 
move had better be careful. It’s been tried 
before and those who started it have found 
that government workers and depart- 
ments are as jealous of their paper work 
as a mother hen of her brood. 

In fact, it seems at times that govern- 
ment communications are designed delib- 
erately to obscure the simple facts. If one 
word would do, five would do better. If 
one copy would do, six would be better. 
And the more filing cabinets, the greater 
the efficiency. 

At times when it seems that govern- 
ment itself will be drowned in red tape, 
efficiency experts have been called in to 
expedite (a true government word) 
things. The result is usually more red 
tape and loud clamor against those who 
would upset tradition. Then other effi- 
clency experts are called in to chart the 
path to a return to the old ways. 

Even so, we applaud the move to teach 
government officials to write letters short 
and readable. Not that we have anything 
against the filing cabinet people; it’s just 
that we'd like to know what goes on in 
fewer and simpler words.

ness of them, we don't accept a 
theory which allows an agency to 
investigate itself. It is a little 
against human nature to expect 
a public official to find the dirt 
in his own nest. 

The ultimate responsibility for 
the prison system rests on us to 
determine the true nature of life 
behind prison bars. We don't be- 
lieve that men would, in a gay 
and carefree manner, hit their legs 
with sledge hammers. If their 
miental state is such that they 
need _ psychiatric examination, 
perhaps we need an institution that 
doesn't drive men crazy. 

As long as society has laws, 
the infringement of which deprives 
a man of his most precious pos- 
session, liberty, it must have the 
responsibility of seeing that those 
men are treated in a fair and 
just manner. 

For that reason, we recommend 
that the grand jury of Gwinnett 
County, where the Buford Rock 
Quarry is located, make a regular 
investigation of conditions at that 
prison. We would also recommend 
that any grand jury in any county 
where a penal institution is located 
bear it on its conscience to de- 
termine the conditions existing in 
those prisons. ' 

Penologists and sociologists tell 
us that prisons are the breeding 
grounds for much crime. We think 
that the people should keep them- 
selves informed as to prisons. The 
reforms that are 


necessary must 
be brought about by society itself.

in Japan.” 

IKE’S PROMISE 

Dulles also toid the judge that 
the decision to turn Girard over 
to Japanese authority ‘“‘was dis- 
cussed with and confirmed with" 
President Eisenhower, who had 
promised that the United States 
would see that justice was done. 

Today Judce McGarraghy said 
that the issue before him was not 
whether Girard would receive a 
fair trial in Japanese courts. The 
issue. he said, is what tribunal 
should determine Girard’s guilt 
or innocence, and whether Girard’s 
constitutional rights would be vi- 
olated if he were delivered to the 
Japanese government for trial. 

The crux of the case, as Mc- 
it, was whether 
(Girard was on duty or off duty. 
The U.S. government has taken 
the position that Girard was on 
duty but his action was ‘“‘unau- 
thorized.”’ 

Judge McGarraghy said today 
that “it was uncontroverted”’ that 
Girard was ‘‘acting as a member 
of the American armed forces in 
the performance of his official 
duties as guara.”’ 

He pointed out that this ‘‘fact’’ 
had first been claimed by Gi- 
rard’'s commanding officer in ask- 
ing for U.S. jurisdiction, and that 
it had been conceded by the sec- 
retaries of state and defense, and 
by attorney Casch. 

LNIFORM CODE 


From this conceded fact, the 
judge said, the determination of 
the legal questions flowed. The 
Constitution gave Congress the 
power ‘‘to make rules for the 
covernment and regulation of the 
land and naval forces.’’ Under 
this authority, he said, ‘Congress 
had adopted the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice. 

The code, McGarraghy held, 
prescribes the procedures for 
courts-martial jurisdiction of of- 
fenses committed by ‘ta member 
of the American armed forces in 
the performance of official duty.” 

Since Girard’s alleged act was 
so committed, the judge held that 
‘Under the principles ‘announced 
by the Supreme Court in the case 
of In Re Neagle .. . the peti- 
tioner is accountable only to the 
U.S. federal jurisdiction. ...”

Jittery Women Find Treatment 
Successful With Doctor’s Care 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This ts 
the last of three articles on a 
common problem affecting 
women. It was prepared with 
the assistance and approval of 
an Atlanta physician.

Premenstrual tension can be 
treated successfully. 

Doctors say that no single 
method of treatment is effective 
in all cases — but there is 
“something that can be done’”’ 
for every woman who goes 
through a monthly period of 


anxiety, jitters and. nerve-shat- 
tering fatigue. 
The condition is generally 


blamed on a lack of balance in 
the production of hormones dur- 
ing the latter part of the 28- 
day menstrual cycle. This hor- 
monal imbalance may cause 
swelling in the body as well as 
emotional disturbances. 

Drugs, diet control and psy- 
chotherapy — counseling by the 
physician — are the principal 
weapons used to combat the ail- 
ment, 

An Atlanta gynecologist said 
that many cases of premenstru- 
al tension can be relieved by 
a proper diet. He said patients 
who suffer from monthly ten- 
sion should be on a low-salt diet 
during the last two weeks of 
their menstrual cycle. 
ESTROGEN RISES 

Excessive production of estro- 
gen (a female hormone) causes 
retention of sodium or salt in 
the body — and this, in turn, 
overloads the body with an ab- 
normal supply of water. 

If the patient eats less salt, 
the doctor said, she will have 
less swelling. The patient's diet 
also should include more protein 
during the time she is subject 
to premenstrual tension. The pro- 
tein provides needed energy. 

Candy and other sweets may 
provide quick energy, but they 
are metabolized quickly and the 
relief is only temporary. The At- 
lanta doctor said protein helps 
keep sugar in the blood stream 


for a longer period of time than | 


sweets. 

Mild cases of premenstrual 
tension may be treated by diet 
alone, but hormone therapy is

often prescribed in more severe 
cases. Whereas estrogen is the 
female hormone that increases 
retention of fluid in the body, 
the hormone progesterone helps 
the patient eliminate excess 
uid. 

“We prescribe progesterone to 
reduce the amount of swell- 
ing.’’ the gynecologist explained. 
Some patients with premenstrual 
tension are given thyroid hor- 
mone if their metabolismeis low 
or impaired. 


CALMING PRESCRIPTION 


Treatment with diuretics — 
drugs that make the kidneys 
pour out salt and water — also 
is advised in certain cases. Use 
of these drugs is another means 
of controlling swelling. 

Tranquilizing drugs and other 
sedatives also may be prescribed 
to calm the patient suffering 
from premenstrual tension. 

But eliminating unnecessary 
emotional stresses and frustra- 
tions is extremely important in 
treating premenstrual tension, 
the gynecologist said. He be- 
lieves that ‘‘mounting tensions” 
are largely responsible for the 
recent increase in premenstrual 
tension. 


“IT always talk frankly with | 


patients about their way of life,’ 
the physician said. ‘Usually, 
they need to cut out some of 
their activities. It may be nec- 
essary for some wives to quit 
working. A lot of women are 
working for a few extra dollars 


a re 


to buy a few extra baubles — 
but they may become emotional- 
ly bankrupt. Premenstrual ten- 
sion is one result.”’ 

Women seeking relief from 
premenstrual tension should con- 
sult their physicians because in- 
dividual cases vary. Treatment 
should be adapted to the par- 
ticular patient. 

The doctor emphasized that
